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UNPATRIOTIC RETAILERS 


More and more the attention of the country is being 
fixed on the retailers. It appears that the laws passed by 
congress and the regulative measures adopted by the food 
administration have left them practically untouched. The 
price of food in general has not gone down, as the govern- 
ment and the public anticipated, though the much-criticis- 
ed middleman has had his activities limited and his profits 
curtailed. Evidence has been accumulating to the effect 
that most retailers have been, and still are, charging all 
the traffic v i bear. Food Administrator Hoover 
has recently complained of two flagrant cases 
in which they have failed his efforts to cheapen food to 
the consumer. In many places they have forced the pub- 
lic, he says, to pay $1.50 to $2.00 a barrel more for flour 
than is warranted by the price being paid to the millers. 
And they have charged more for sugar than wholesale pri- 
ces justified, often quadrupling their old profits. It would 
be easy to mention many other commodities for which ab- 
normal prices are charged. 

In most instances the retailer pleads “scarcity” as his 
justification. But it should no longer be necessary to 
point out that is scarcity, real or imaginary, was ever 
proper cause for boosting prices to consumers, it 1s not so 
now, whether the commodity be sugar or shoes or coal or 
anything else. 

Suppose sugar is scarce! Why should the retailer 
therefore get more per pound for what he has to sell, when 
the government is enabling him to buy his supply at the 
same old price? Suppose customers are bidding against 
each other for the sugar. The only fair and patriotic thing 
to do is to distribute the supply as equitably as possible, 
without boosting prices and profits. Otherwise, while 
everybody else suffers from the scarcity, the retailer gains 
by it. 

It is such exhibitions of unfairness as this, which have 
occurred in so many cities, that are responsible for the 
present widespread cry for government regulation of retail 

rices. We shall have such regulation before long, in alt 
important commodities, if the retailers do not fall into line 
voluntarily.

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BETTER DRAFT SYSTEM 


The provost marshal general of the army has announc- 
ed the completion of a new system that will immensely 
simplify and improve the process of choosing the rest of 
our national army. 

The eligibility of registered men is to be established 
automatically before they are called for physical examina- 
tion. The “economic worth” of every registered man will 
be determined by a questionnaire, and the men who can 
best be spared from their homes and jobs will be summon- 
ed first. 

There are to be five classes, and precedence in selec- 
tion will be determined by the class a man belongs to. 
First will corhe the bachelors without dependants and men 
with non-dependent wives. Second, skilled tarm laborers 
and men with wives or otlfer nominal dependents who are 
able to support themselves. Third, skilled war-industry 
workmen and men with aged or wholly dependent reta- 
tives. Fourth, men with large families dependent on them. 
Fifth, the military unfit. The last class naturally, will not 
be called at all. : 

One of the finest features of this new plan is that it 
will lighten the work of the heavily burdened selective ser- 
vice boards, and thus keep in that service thousands of 
capable and experienced men who otherwise would be 
obliged to resign. It is said that 80 per cent of the work 
connected with choosing men heretofore will be eliminated.

The information comes from somewhere, probably a 
German source, that the Russians are tired of the war and 
believe they should be relieved from further strain.
